Care should be 
(taken, however, not to use too much 
clay o r loam, as these will soften in 
wet weather. An excess of clay makes 
the ro ad dusty in summer and muddy 
(fa winter. 
If it becomes necessary to build the 
ro ad without a roller or sprinkler, the 
work should be done in the spring of 
(the y ear before the rains have ceased. 
The traffic will pack the material 
much better then than In the summer 
o r fall. 
The width o f the g ravel road will 
depend upo n traffic conditions. 
It 
sho uld be surfaced to a width of at 
least 12 feet, and if possible, to a width 
o f from 14 to 16 feet. A narrow strip 
o f ¥grav el will wear out much more 
quickly than one which is a little 
wider.

The cost of building g ravel roads

A properly located and well-drained 
earth foundation is the prereq uisite of 
a g ood g ravel road, says the office of 
public roads, department of ag ricul­ 
ture. 
It is a waste of material and 
labor to apply g ravel to the surface 
of a road which Is full of ruts and 
holes. 
A smooth, solid foundation is 
just as necessary as kn macadam con­ 
struction. 
There are so many kinds of g ravel 
that it is almost Impossible to lay 
down principles of construction which 
will hold g ood in all cases. 
A road 
building g ravel should bind well. The 
q ualities of hardnes3 and toug hness 
are important, but not so important as 
the cementing value. 
The ang ular 
g ravels with sq uare, sharp fractures 
are the best. 
Water-worn creek or 
river g ravel, which is round and clean, 
will seldom produce a satisfactory 
wearing surface. Such material may, 
however, be used for r. foundation and 
bonded with a layer of suitable pit 
g ravel. 
Two deposits of g ravel are seldom 
found which are exactly alike. \V hen 
there are several pits to choose from, 
hand samples should be selected from 
each and carefully examined and if ! 
possible a test made to ascertain the 
cementing value of each. By separat- j 
ing the g ravel, sand and clay a fair 
idea of the relative value of each 
may be ascertained. 
If there is still • 
any doubt as to which is the best, a 
short stretch of road of each sample 
will indicate within a few months, 
not only the cementing value, but also 
the wearing q uality of each. 
If the g ravel varies in size from 
very small pieces to larg e pieces, 
g ood results may sometimes be se­ 
cured by separating the g ravel with

APPLYING LIME TO THE SOIL 


,Mo » t Impo rtant Po int to Be Observ ed 
Is to Mix It Tho ro ughly —Hav e 
Particle« Very Fine. 


Some writers recommend that upon 
« fid, mossy meadows and pastures, 
lime should be applied to the surface 
before plowing , in order that it may 
help to q uickly decompose the org an­ 
ic matter. 
The main objection to this practice, 
writes R. D. Perry in Perdue Ag ri­ 
culturist. is that the lime does not 
become well incorporated in the soil, 
and since some of it is turned to the 
bottom of the furrow and its tendency 
a t all times is to work downward, it 
may be q uickly carried not only away 
{from the surface soil, but also from 
the reach of the plants. 
I- The practice of liming such soils 
Immediately after plowing and then 
» tbo ijniNigfay : harrowing has been at­ 
tended by excellent results. 
A most 
Impo rtant point to be observed in ap­ 
ply ing lime of all kinds is to mix it 
with the soil as thoroug hly as pos­ 
sible, the finer the particles the better 
the results.

Gravel roads 
built of screened g ravel are usually 
superior to those built of unscreened 
g ravel, althoug h there are exceptions 
to this rule. 
When the g ravel is separated, the 
coarse is used for the foundation, the 
medium sized pieces for the wearing \ 
course, and the fine g ravel and dust 
for the binder as in reg ular macadam 
construction. 
If there is an excess of 
earth, sand, or clay, as is often the 
case, these can and should be removed 
by screening . 
An outfit consisting of a g asoline 
eng ine, hopper, elevator, revolving 
screen and medium sized bins for three 
sizes of g ravel will cost in the neig h­ 
borhood of $1,300. For a small addi­ 
tional outlay a drum and cable may be 
attached to the eng ine with which to 
operate a bucket conveyor to carry 
the g ravel from the pit to the hopper. 
There are many different methods 
of building g ravel roads in use in va­ 
rious parts of the country .

Washington, March 18.—An u nsu c-v 
cessfu l attempt was made in the sen-1 
ate to obtain u nanimou s consent tor a 
vote on the resolu tion proposing an 
amendment to the ( onstitu tion giant 
ing women the right to vote. 
Senato r Robinson of Arkansas made 
the objection which pu t the matter 
over. The senate leaders believe if the 
senato rs in favor of the measu re are 
not ready to speak on it a vote wi 
have to be taken so that o ther impor­ 
tant legislation will not be delayed. No 
vote was taken and the resolu tion wi 
come u p again this week. 
The featu re of the proceedings was 
the speech of Senator Borah of Idaho, 
i who shocked su ffrage advocates on the 
I floor and in the galleries by declaring 
it was impractical and imposisble to 
obtain the vote for women by a consti­ 
tu tional 
amendment. 
He 
predicted 
that after 15 years of vain endeavor 
the women wou ld renew their aban­ 
doned requ est lor the ballot before the 
people of the states. 
In seeking au 
amendment to the federal Constitu tion, 
he said, they had loaded themselves 
down with the negro qu estion, the 
Japanese qu estion and a dozen other 
states’ rights problems. 
“You will never carry the requ ired 
36 state» for a constitu tional amend­ 
ment,” said the senator, “u ntil^o u re­ 
peal the fifteenth amendment.” 
Asserting the fifteenth amendment, 
giving the negro the right to vote, was 
a blu nder in the first place and now a 
dead letter, not being enforced in a 
single state of the Union, Senator 
Borah asked whether the advocates of 
the women su ffrage amendment for a 
moment su pposed the states o 
e 
sou th wou ld add 2,000,000 to the list of 
those whom they mu st disfranchise. 
Answering a qu estion by Senator 
Thomas, Senator Borah said he was in 
favor of repealing the fifteenth amend­ 
ment if woman su ffrage cou ld be ob­ 
tained in no other way. 
The confu sion in the senate is 
u e 
to the division in the ranks of su f­ 
fragists as to whether a vote shall b: 
taken u pon the coneiu sion of the do- 
bate or whether it wou ld not be. ad- 
visable to postpone a vote u ntil aft 
the su ffrage demonstratio ns in ihe d 
ferent states in May.
